Marie area remained 
missing today.

Amended Provincial Game 


Regulations Are 
Released 
Reduction of bag limits and 


shortening by two weeks over 


previous years, of the Northern 
Alberta duck shooting season, are 
salient features of amendments to 
the provincial game regulations, 
issued on Saturday by J. A. 
Hutchison, game commissioner, It 
is stipulated that bag limits of 
geese are reduced in 
line with recent regulations for- 


mulated by the Dominion gov- 
ernment under provisions of the 
Migratory Birds Protection Act. 
The regulations provide for a 
closed season on prairie chicken as 


well as pheasants and grouse. Hun- 
garian partridge can be shot south 
of the North Saskatchewan river 
between Oct, 1 and Nov, 20, where- 
as last year the season opened on 
Sept. 16 

North of the Clearwater and 
Athabasca rivers the duck and 
geese hunting season will open 
Sept. 1 and close Oct. 31 instead of 
closing on Novy, 14, as it did last | 


year. South of these two streams, 
the ducks and geese can be shot be- 
tween Sept. 15 and Nov. 14. Moun- 
tain sheep and goats can be shot 
in September and October, 
year, while deer, moose and cari- 
bou can be shot from Nov. 2 
Dec. 14. except in closed areas or 
by special license. The bag limit

10 last year and 25 for the season

NEEDS CASH 


However, all Semaka’s plans de- 
pend upon whether he can get 
enough money to carry them out. 
Since becoming ill on the farm at 
Wahstao, about 70 miles northeast 
of Edmonton, the young “birdman” 
has spent all the funds he had try- 
ing to regain his health. 

“If I get the money for the new 
equipment, I'll try to fly from the 
ground,” he stated. “If not, I don't 
But the 
main thing is if I am healthy.” 

Elmerus, the English monk who 
was supposed to have flown more 
than a furlong in Spain about the 
time of Edward the Confessor, will 
lose his distance record if the new 
equipment could be obtained, ac- 
cording to Semaka.

A TASK FOR GOVERNMENT 

With no intention of throwing cold water 
on the announced plans of the Premier of Al- 
berta to start a new industry a week in this 
province, it may be permissible to point out 
that we have existing industries in need of 
government help to free them from the chains 
that bind. 

Most important of these—for the coal de- 
posits of Alberta are the second largest in the 
world—is the coal industry. In hardly a single 
district is it On a satisfactory footing. Since the 
present government came into office the mine | 
which was the mainstay of the town of Evans- | 
burg has been given permission to remove its | 
plant elsewhere, rather than sink deeper shafts. | 

One of the last acts of the former govern- 
ment was to retain the services of a British 
industrial expert to tell us what is the trouble 
with the coa] industry in Alberta. After much 
travail and not inconsiderable expense, Sir 
Montagu Barlow advised us to seek a larger coal 
bounty from Ottawa. 

There is no need for the coal industry of 
Alberta to be a pauper industry. Eastern 


Cenada is importing large quantities of coal 
and 


from United States, England, Russia 
Cochin China. What is needed is a fair freight 
rate, | 


We have had an example under our noses of 
what beneficial results can follow when an ex- 
orbitant freight rate is modified. All of our 
Alberta grain used to flow eastward across the 
continent until the British Columbia govern- 
ment used its influence to remove half of the | 
penalty imposed by the railways on freight | 
moving in British Columbia. It meant less than 
20 per cent reduction in the grain rate to the 
Pacific Coast, but it has resulted in the con- 
struction of a chain of elevator:, the establish- 
ment of a grain exchange, the coming of a mil- | 
lion dollar payroll and a large mercantile busi- 
ness in the outfitting of ships in the export grain 
trade. It has also resulted in giving Alberta | 
growers a little better price for their grain. 

It will be a splendid thing if we can get 
a new industry a week—or even one a mouith, | 
It will be a much surer thing if the government | 
will obtain a reduction in the coal rates, to 
allow the coal of Alberta to drive out foreign 


competitors in Winnipeg and throughout the 
eastern provinces | 
With a fair freight rate on coal east and 


west there would be no need for Alberta mines | 
to close down, to work men short time and to 
skimp on wages. A fair rate for coal could | 
easily quadruple the coal output of the prov- | 
ince. |

FREEDOM IN RUSSIA 

The new Russian constitution which comes 
into effect on November 25th establishes an 
impressive departure in Russia's domestic policy. 
It is her first installment of genuine liberty. 
Under its terms the despotism of the secret pclice | 
is defined and limited. Oppressed minorities 
are to be sheltered against discriminatory legis- 
lation, Even avowed supporters of the former 
Czarist regime will benefit from the new char- 
ter. 

Government will be partitioned into 
separate chambers, each sovereign in its alloted 
sphere of activity The lower house, whose 
members are elected every four years to repre- 
sent 300,000 people each, will initiate all vital 
legislation; the upper council will safeguard the

cherished interests of Russia's numerous na- 
tionalities No parliamentary decree can be- 
come law unless and until it receives the 
anction of both chamber 
The most significant provision in the new 

constitution is that which invests a member of 
the lower house with full immunities in 
criticising governmental! activities. The shadow 
of Soviet tyranny need no longer seal the lips 
of citizens This clause is the seed-plot of 


future civil liberties 

It is not to be expected that Russia will in- 
stantly embrace the full significance of the new 
constitution Insurgent passions aroused by | 
dictatorship cannot be exercised by legislative | 
enactment. Many Russians may have lost the 
habit of erect independence by prolonged sub- 
mission. A nation educated tyranny may 
bungle its first experiments in democracy 

Even if its possibilities are not fully realized, 
the new constitution is an omen of the growing 


in 


stability of Russia It is an earnest of her | 
peaceful intentions to the rest of the world. | 
Russia was long divided by internal strife when | 
stern cen hips and flerce despotisms weighed j 
down her people. Happier times have brought 


more lenient policies. Only a strong administra- 


tion, confident of the loyalty of its subjects, 
would offer Russians the new right of criticising 
their rulers, 

If the constitution succeeds, it will be the 
sincerest tribute to democracy the world has 
witnessed. After enduring tyranny, and the 
pressure of dictator rule, Russia now recognizes 
the superior merits of parliamentary govern- 
ment. Even for dictatorships, the road leads to 
the ballot box at the end. 


EVERYBODY WORKS? 

In Japan evén the Peers are going to work, 
some because the war taxes have taken away 
their fortunes, but some because they do not 
want to be called idlers. The implication of 
course is that jobs are available in Japan, even 
for wealthy young chaps who have not in- 
herited traditions or habits of industry and are 
probably better fitted to spend money than te 
earn it. 

In the western half of the world commoners 
are going without work, against their wishes, 
and despite their traditions, habits and train- 
ing. And it is coming to be more and more 
apparent that hereafter the older ones will have 
to be excused from work simply because they 
cannot be enployed without keeping younger 
men out of work. 

Now we know where our Canadian reac- 
tionaries got their idea that the cure for a de- 
pression of plenty is for everykody to work, 
and “work harder,” and pile up more unsale- 
able goods. They imported this notion from 
Japan. Presumably they brought along with it 
the Japanese idea of prosperity—unending toil 
and a diet of rice. That at any rate is what the 
prescription comes to. 

But why didn’t the apostles of drudgery 
bring along also whatever plan the Japanese 
have evolved whereby everyone can be supplied 
with a job? That would not make their import- 
ed doctrine any more attractive, but it would 
at least make it practicable—which it is not at 
present in the western world. To tell people 
they should work from adolescence to the 
grave, when vast numbers of them cannot find 
anything to do, doesn’t make sense.

I never thought to hear of our esteemed 
Premier going on a bust. But I've not only heard 
of it; I've seen the Premier on 
a bust. 

Look up the picture that 
appeared in last Wednes- 
day's Bulletin. It was taken 
to immortalize the occasion 
when Mr. Aberhart led the 
way in the registration for 
basic dividends in Edmonton. 

On the Premier's desk in 
front of him as he writes, is 
a marble or plaster bust of 
himself. Many men and

women in the province of Alberta have taken 
inspiration from Mr. Aberhart. Why should he 
not take inspiration from gazing at a bust of 
himself as he toils at his desk in the Parliament 
Buildings.

I'm watching with great interest the prog- 
ress of the provincial scrip scheme. Since I 
wrote a couple of years ago in this column about 
“The Miracle of Schwanenkirchen,” I’ve been 
impressed with the possibilities of applying the 
Silvio Gesell scheme of stamped scrip to the 
western provinces of Canada, Out here where 
the banks, instead of lending money from the 
east, collect our western savings and ship 
them east to be loaned as call money to opera- 
tors on the New York Stock Exchange, there 
is a need of auxiliary money within the control 
of the province. 

Where the Alberta system differs from the 
Schwanenkirchen system is that Schwanen- 
kirchén charged 12 per cent a year and Alberta 
charges 52 per cent a year. The Schwanen- 
kirchen scrip was redeemable on demand; the 
Alberta scrip cannot be redeemed until 104 per 
cent interest has been paid on it. Should the 
Aberhart scrip scheme fail it will not mean 
that a scheme of demurrage scrip could not be 
made to work in Alberta with great advantage. 
Should Alberta Social Credit fail, it will not 
mean that a true system of Social Credit could 
not be made to work effectively. 


I wish our City Fathers were sitting round 
the cabinet table in Ministerial capacities. They 
have far more financial courage and more eco- 
nomic insight than the Ministers. Although the 
provincial government will not accept its own 
scrip for taxes, or government goods, or even 
for school books, the Edmonton city council 
| courageously decided to accept the provincial 
scrip in payment of water, light and telephone 
bills. It took the fair and logical position that 
if it is giving scrip in return for services it must 
accept scrip in return for services. 

One of the fatal blunders of the government, 
was in derogating its own scrip. If the issuing 
authority doesn't have confidence in it, it takes 
a mighty feat of faith for outsiders to clothe it 
with confidence. One of my scouts tells me that 
at a Cabinet meeting, Premier Aberhart an- 
nounced flatly that he doesn’t propose to take 
any Prosperity Certificates as part payment of 
| his salary. : 

What would happen if the Bank of Canada 
was to seek power to refuse to redeem its bills, 
claiming that it wants them circulated. Every 
holder of a Bank of Canada bill would at once 
take it out of circulation and seek redemption 
Had a proper scheme for redemption on de- 
| mand been incorporated with the Prosperity 
| Certificate issue, few people would feel the urge 
to redeem. Every merchant would accept the 
certificates and reissue them, without wanting 
to redeem. They would be as good currency 
as bank notes (which it may astonish many 
folk to learn are not “legal tender” though of 
unquestioned worth). Prosperity Certificates 
would be circulated freely as money, being only 
withdrawn from circulation and redeemed, as 
bank notes are, when they get torn and filthy 
from passing from one holder to another.

| Before another couple of weeks are over 
the government will have a chance to perform 
an act of faith 

On August 25, the Legislature is to be called 
together for a three day session to ratify the 
scrip scheme and the registration for basic divi- 
dends. There is no need for the Legislature to 
convene, but the session will buck up the gov- 
| ernment and pacify the government supporters. 
It will also result in dropping $250 apiece into 
the pockets of the ministers and members, as 
an extra allowance for the brain-sweat of the 
three day session, 

By the beard of the Prophet, they are surely 
not going to meet to ratify the scrip scheme and 
then demand payment of 250 bucks apiece in 
bank bills! That would shatter the faith of the 
little children. 

Workers on road work for the government 
are being paid in scrip. Members of the Legisla- 
ture are working for the people too. They do 
not work so hard as men with picks and shovels, 
and the pain registers on another portion of the 
back. So far as payment for services is .con- 
cerned both should be treated alike. If the road- 
worker gets Prosperity Certificates so should 
the legislators who approve the scheme.

On the front page of the ministerial organ 
last Thursday, a letter was released from the 
Premier's office.

Acne Worse In Warm 
Weather

The disorder known as acne often has a 
tendency to become more noticeable during the 
Summer months. This is due to the greater 
amount of perspiration secreted and also to the 
stimulation of the Oil glands of the skin. 

Acne is an inflammation of the skin most 
often affecting the adolescent, 
which produces the pimples 
on the face and upper back 
which make so many young 
people self-conscious. In a 
severe case, the skin of the 
face will be covered with dis- 
figuring blackheads and 
pimples, and red masses or 
lumps just underneath the 
skin. Around the edge of the 
pimple itself, the skin may 
Dr. PF. McCoy turn a fiery red color which 
helps draw the eye of the beholder. Undoubt- 
edly, acne may give rise to marked feelings of 
inferiority and many of its victims hesitate to 
undertake a normal social life due to the un- 
sightliness of the skin condition. 

The common desire when such pimples are 
present is {% squeeze them and such interfer- 
ence leads to further scarring and pitting of the 
skin. Inasmuch as acne may persist for several 
years, it may produce an extensive scarring and 
these skin blemishes may then rob the skin of 
its attractive appearance, even after the acne 
has cleared up. 

In a frantic effort to get rid of the pimples, 
the patient may use ointments or salves which 
make the trouble worse through blocking the 
pores of the skin. Acne is most often found 
among those ‘having an oily, coarse skin and 
excessive oiliness of the hair and dandruff are 
often associated with the skin disorder. 

The causes of acne are both internal and 
external although in a chronic case, where the 
skin is angry and inflamed for months or years, 
the inside causes are more important than the 
outside causes. The patient with acne is pisually 
suffering from constipation and very often the 
diet is unwisely selected, consisting of a pre- 
ponderance of sweets. Lack of sunshine and 
incorrect habits of skin cleansing also play a 
contributing role in causing acne. Misguided 
treatment may serve to further intensify the 
trouble, 

In the treatment of acne, the three measures 
which will be the most beneficial are: First, 
keeping the intestinal tract thoroughly cleansed, 
using the enema if necessary; second, the adop- 
tion of a fast following by a wholesome, well- 
balanced diet which includes plenty of vege- 
tables; and third, the correct method of wash- 
ing the face. These three measures will bring 
about a satisfactory clearing up of the skin in 
the average case, although in severe cases, local 
treatment given with the ultra violet ray may 
be needed to cause the peeling off of the old 
skin, thus bringing out the fresh, clean skin 
from underneath. 

Although the eruption characteristic of acne 
appears to be intensified during the heat of the | 
summer, nevertheless, the summer months con- 
Stitute an ideal time of the year for overcoming 
this disfiguring skin condition.

I am unable to recommend it | 
as an article of food because of the irritating 
spices which it contains and because dried beans 
are rather difficult to digest and produce a large 
amount of gas with most people ;

Professional wrestling has produced colorful characters 
by the gross—Terrible Turks, Horrible Hungarians, Men | 
Mountains, Mauling Mohammedans, Cavorting Cowboys and 
Allah alone knows how many more, but the sleek Apollo who 
stepped into the ring at the New Empire theatre last night 
under the name of Lord Lansdowne is a new chapter in the 


Saga of Startling Squirmers. He satisfied the Edmonton 
Boxing and Wrestling Commission of the genuineness of his 
claims to tHe welter and middleweight championships of 
Great Britain, but he met genealogical sharps with a really 
regal cold shoulder. 

“My name is Lord Lansdowne,” he explained when 
questioned as to his title. “If necessary I can satisfy any- 
one as to my family background. However, the matter of 
the title is a long and involved story which I don’t propose 
to enter into at present. I am wrestling under the name 
of Lord Lansdowne and you may take it or leave it, as 
you say in this country, It does not concern me which you 
choose to do.” 

Likewise it does not concern the old colonel. We never 
were concerned with the matter of protecting family trees. 
That seems to be a matter for the august heads of such fam- 
ilies as go in for titles. If this man does not happen to be the 
genuine Lord Lansdowne and is in any way detracting from 
the House of Lansdowne, then it would appear to be jolly 
well up to the genuine lord to do something about it. 

But regardless of this business of right to the Lans- 
downe title, there is no question of this grappler’s right to 
a wrestling title and make no mistake about that. “Whisk- 
ers” Adams is no tyro in the mat game, but the lord made 
him look like an amateur more than once. He is probably 
the cleverest middleweight that has ever shown here and 
by long odds the cleanest. When he comes back next Fri- 
day to tackle the rough and ready Klem Kusek, king-pin of 
the knock ’em down and drag ‘em out gang, it should be a 
new highlight in Edmonton pro wrestling. 

Among other lordly accoutrements, Lansdowne carries 
with him the world’s most compact gymnasium. It is a new 
machine made in Germany ahd about the size of an ordinary 
typewriter, but by means of ingenious springs and levers you 
can exercise every muscle of the body on it. The laird uses it 
twice a day, bout or no bout, and it has given him a mag-| 
nificent physique. Promoter Mike Cutcher, himself a wrest- 
ler of no mean ability, tried some of the gadgets on this 
machine and couldn’t begin to move them.
